Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 
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The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000.

4. Claims 1-3, 5, 8, 9, 13, 14, 16 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Jenkins et al (newly cited). 

The wheel balancing weight shown in figures 6A-6C includes a plurality of 
serrations on the clip which hold the clip in position in the recess in the body of the 
weight. As discussed in column 3, lines 46-51 , the weight body may be made of low 
carbon steel, which would inherently be sufficiently ductile to allow the serrations to be 
pressed into the recess, and to allow the sides to be swaged as noted in lines 20, 25 of 
column 4, where the sides of the recess of the weight body may be swaged to hold the 
clip in place. It is inherent that the sides of the recess of the weight body would be 
straight before the clip is pressed into the recess, and before the sides are swaged, and 
further, that the swaged material would flow into the serrations such that each serration 
was substantially contacted by the material of the weight body as this is the purpose of 
swaging.
